CEMENT WORKS AT HAR TUV

TEEL. girders look stark 

and massive against the tin 
huts of the Har-Tuv ma’bara 
—— heralding the opening of 
Shimshon Portland Cement 
Works, covering some 50 du- 
mams of land and Yepresent- 
ing over IL3 million in 
investments. 


The history of the enterprise, 
which will produce ‘some 
300,000 tons of cement a year 

saving et least £2.500,000 
sterling at the lowest import 
price — has been a stormy 
one. Founded in 1935, the 
Company had made arrange- 
ments to import heavy me- 
chinery from Germany 
throwgh exchange transfers, 
oniy to have four years of 
negotiations annulled by the 
outbreak of war in 1939. in 
1945 it resumed work and 
placed orders in England, part 
of which were already deliver- 
ed to Har-Tuv when the War 
of Independence began. The 
site wes overrun by Arabs 
who stole what they could and 
damaged the rest, to the tune 
of over £300,000. 


Overseas Partners 


Now the company is at work 
again. An leree!l firm, with a 
substantial paumber of overseas 
shareholders and directors, it 
has taken edvantage of over- 
seas experience and skill. The 
responsibility for the design 
and erection of the plant was 
handed over to Messrs. AH. 
Postnikxow and Henry Pooley 
of London. the largest British 
firm of consulting engineers 
specializing in the erection of 
cement-producing pDiants 
Under their supervision, ma- 
chinery was ordered from 
Vickers Armstrong; Diesels 
and power plant equipment 
from the English Electric 
Company, the responsibility 


for the electric installations 
placed with British General 
Electric, and overhead cranes 
wth Sir William Arrol and 
Co. All these British firms 
have sent to Har-Tuv at ieast 
two of more representatives, 
whose job is to supervise and 
instruct local labour. Working 
for them are local contractors, 
including Solel: Boneh and 
several architects. In charge 
of the entire project is Mr. H. 
Clayton, Chief Civil Engineer 
of Messrs. Postnikow and 
Pooley, who supervised. the 
crection of similar plants in 
Cevlon and Northern Rhodesia 
and has now been here @ year. 


700 Tons Daily 


Erected according to the most 
modern specifications, the 
plant will be able to pro- 
duce @& guaranteed minimum 
of 700 tons of cement «& 
dey. The company's quarries, 
some two anda half k tres 
of the plant. have wuniimit- 
ed resources of limestone and 
clay, while gypsum is brougnt 
from the Negev and Tiberias. 
Limestone is brought straignhi 
from the quarry by rail, and 
tipped into a giant hopper and 
stone crusher at one end of 
the steel structure that forms 
the long, main building 
(shown above). Emerging from 
the crushers as rpugn 
grit. it is dried in the 
exaust gases of giant kilns. 
Meanwhile, clay transported 
in long slabs from the quarry, 
is carried by overhead cranes 
to be dried in the kiin’s gases. 
Drying over, clay and lime- 
stone are miixed in the com- 
pound tube milis in the pro- 
portion of one to four and 
reduced 7 a fine eri; From 
here. the mixture is purmpec 
out compressea air imo 
one of six silos, the chemist 
takes a sample for analysis 
and then it goes into the kilns

for burning, coming out as 
black, ash-like “clinker”. 

here it goes to another 
compound tube mill, and then 
about four per cem of gypsum 
is added, to control the setting 
period of cement, since coment 
without gypsum sets erratical- 
ly. The final result: 700 tons 
guaranteed up to British 
Stendard Specifications sui- 
table not only for housing, 
but also for heavy industrial 
purposes. 


Impressed by the gigantic 
construction, we asked Mr. 
Clayton and his M4 English 
fellow-engineers what they 
thought of our workers. They 
shook their heads: “Slow, very 
slow”. Clayton was disappoint- 
ed by the rate of progress, 
and quality of work — though 
he acdimitted that shortage of 
materials had something to do 
with tt. However, there was 
no excuse, he felt, for care- 
lessness on the job: equipment 
carried by crane being 
mounted on only one sling to 
save trouble, when workers 
were specifically warned <‘o 
use two, etc. More than half 
of the 430 men on the job are 
from the Har-Tuv sim’ dera, 
but even the skilled workers 
are on a comparatively iow 
trade level. 


Originally planned to be in 
operation by now, the cement 
factory is unlikely to begin 
production till the end ef next 
year. In England, % Would 
employ some 100 men, but here 
lack of skilicd personnel may 
bring i closer to 300. The 
Company is trying to bring 
skilled workers from ——— 
as key men — but unless 
Government agrees that they 
may be paid high wages with 
a substantia! amount in foreign 
currency, there is little pros- 
pect of first-rate English 
workers being willing to come.
